Many Arrowmen struggle for balance in their lives and wonder- 
how much time they should committ to the lodge. The following out- 
line is one Arrowman's opinion of how an Arrowman might approach 
that question. 

1. An Arrowman in "good standing" would earn this status by 
fulfilling the lodge's service and fellowship ideals, e.g., pay your 
annual dues, attend 1 Ordeal and the Fall Pow Wow each year. 
A logical sequence of increased devotion to the lodge would 

include the following ... 

2. Join and be active on at least 1 committee and no more than 3, 
e.g.,every Arrowman in "good standing" could easily serve on 
any of the following committees - (a) unit elections, (b) camp 
promotions, or (c) inductions (Elangomat). 

3. 10 months after your Ordeal, seal your committment to the 
lodge bypassing the Brotherhood test 

4. regulary attend your chapter, tribe or lodge executive 
committee meetings 

5. go to the Section 8B Conclave in April 
Remember not to neglect your own advancement. 

6. attend JLTC (Junior Leader Training Council), e.g., Allohakasin 
Challenge, Whitefire 

7. go for your Eagle award!
